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OUR TOWN 


1. Taxes: It is interesting to note that the taxes 
were lowered by $1.00 on one thousand dollars 
of taxable property for 1963. The Selectmen ac- 
complished this by raising valuations (to true 
value) of existing older structures, most being 
owned by “Resident” property owners. 
During the next few months assessors from the 
State Tax Commission shall be in Town to 
check with the Selectmen property which has 
changed hands during the last three year 
period. A new percentage will thus be obtained 
for cur town. This percentage is to be used in 
regard to “Veteran’s Exemption” which goes 
on a Sliding Scale basis this year. 


2. School District: Although the School District 
is entirely separate from the Selectmen’s af- 
fairs, more people should take an active inter- 
est in trying to understand the School Board’s 
Budget and operational methods. Keen interest 
might help to give us a dollar’s Worth for each 
dollar Spent. 


3. Enter upon planning and zoning: One must 
make his or her town more attractive to new- 
comers. <A way to this is by making our at- 
tractions so that they remain stable and secure. 
Land abuse should be discouraged. 


4, Industrial development: If a town cannot pro- 
vide the necessary facilities to lure industries 
to their town, they should give their whole 
hearted cooperation to a neighboring town in 
every way, so that jobs can be created for 
people of our town. 


5. Agriculture: Towns should do everything they 
can to encourage and retain agriculture. Tax 
concessions on new barns are becoming popu- 
lar. The farmer keeps our beauty in its proper 
perspective in regard to the forests. Caring for 
the land keeps it from becoming overgrown 
with eyesore small growth blocking the pic- 
turesque mountains from our view.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the great- 
est forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty 
years. The continued drought brought home to our citizens, 
as never before, the potential threat of destructive fires to 
their beautiful and valuable forests, homes and livelihood. 
In true American tradition of meeting a common threat by 
volunteer effort, this fire danger was minimized by active 
prevention, patrol and a relinquishing of personal rights for 
the common good. It was the greatest demonstration of 
public cooperation ever experienced by those responsible for 
local and state fire control. The ready forces of volunteer 
fire services kept the losses low. For their effort and pub- 
lic response the general fire service expresses its heartfelt 
thanks for a job well done. 


Prevention however, is not just an activity for the bad 
fire years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of 
our public conscience—a habit. Just plain carelessness with 
fire causes too many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and 
burn within the terms of the permit and in a safe 
place. Burn late in the afternoon when the wind 
is down or on rainy or damp days. Check your 
fire and if winds develop’ extinguish it promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump—it’s safer. 
A neglected backyard incinerator causes many 
fires. 


3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make 
this a year round habit regardless of the safety | 
of your surroundings. 


4, Children caused fires are now a major concern. | 
Keep matches away from them and teach them to | 
respect fire and not make it a subject of play. 


Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New | 
Hampshire Green” and growing in 1964.

and to authorize the application against said appropria- 
tion of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state foundation aid fund together with other in- 
come; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appro- 
priation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 


9. To see if the district will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Three hundred eighty dollars and 
ninety-five cents ($380.95) to cover the deficiency in- 
curred by the installation of a new pump in the well on 
the school grounds and to authorize the Selectmen, to 
pay this amount over to the School Board prior to 
June 30, 1964. 


10. To see if the district will vote to establish a

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


I reported to you last year that it would soon be ne- 
cessary to begin replacing textbooks in some of our 
major fields of instruction and this time has now 
arrived to begin the change. For this year, we were 
able to begin the Scott Foresman Revised reading 
system up through grade two and for next year, if 
funds are available, I would like to extend it through 
grade five. This company offers one of the best basal 
reading programs so we are continuing with it in their 
newer editions. 


During the year a group of teachers from the union 
fhave been working on evaluation of the various 
series of modern mathematics texts. They have met on 
a number of occasions and soon now will make a re- 
commendation to me on the new basic arithmetic they 
desire for use in their schools. Most of the arithmetic 
books we are using are almost ten years old and are 
nearly worn out so they should be replaced anyway. 
At the same time, we might as well get modern up-to- 
date books. I have asked the school board for an in- 
creased book allowance next year to allow for the in- 
stallation of new arithmetic series in at least half of 
the grades. If the district decides it can not afford as 
many as we would like, we will go as far as possible 
with what funds are available. Other texts we use in 
Science, Language Arts, Social Studies and Spelling 
care in good condition but I expect it will soon be neces- 
sary to start on these areas. 


The addition of educational television to the school 
has been a step forward in the improvement of in- 
struction. It will take a little time to get the most 
benefit from the courses that are offered but there is 
no question that in this day and age, it is a valuable 
teaching tool. I wish to specifically thank those people 
‘who had any part in providing the necessary materials 
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to make this possible. You can be assured that the 
privilege of using this media will not be abused nor 
will every day teacher-taught classes within the school 
suffer because of it. 


I was pleased when all of our teachers signed con- 
tracts to return this year. They are all good teachers 
and are dedicated to their work. As you know, we 
have had no music instruction since last June because 
Mrs. Wilson left to take a full-time position in Laconia 
and I have been unable to secure the services of a 
music supervisor on a part-time basis. I am now work- 
ing with the Superintendent in Ashland and Holder- 
ness hoping that we can employ one together, thus 
making a full-time position. 


The school plant in general is in good physical con- 
dition. The school board has prudently from year to 
year made minor repairs and up-keep that save in the 
long run. During the summer some work was done 
to make the auditorium into a more adequate class- 
room. Next year with a small amount of painting, 
the school should be in real good condition. Play- 
ground equipment which is used so extensively, wea- 
ther and season permitting, needs to be painted and re- 
paired. It is expected that this will be done either this 
spring or next summer. 


The lunch program still continues to be popular 
and is considered by the Director of the State School 
Lunch Program to be one of the better small school 
lunch programs in the state. Our percent of partici- 
pation is probably one of the highest of any school 
around, or in the state for that matter. 


For the first time since I have been with you, your 
district received this year some State Foundation Aid. 
The amount was a modest sum and does not directly 
affect the school but it does help somewhat in 
local tax relief. The original intent of this aid has 
gone by the wayside over the years. In the beginning 
when received, it was in addition to the school budget 
and could be used for teachers’ salaries, school supplies. 
or anything which might help improve instruction. 
However, now the tax commission simply deducts 
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the amount from the District Assessment you vote 
each year and by so doing, decreases the amount each 
town has to raise by local taxation. This tends to 
help the tax rate a little but in most instances im- 
provement to education is almost nil. 


There is still interest concerning the Cooperative 
School venture that many people workd so hard on 
last year. I am hopeful that the study will be picked 
up again and in accordance with the new law, you 
will decide to appoint a study committee of three to 
make a recommendation for your town. 


I appreciate the continued cooperation of the district, 
the school board and teachers.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5. Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that the school district 
annual report shows the total amount paid to the 
superintendent of schools as per the following quo- 
tations: “Reports. Each superintendent of a super- 
visory union shall annually prepare a report showing 
the total salary paid to the superintendent, which 
report shall show in detail the amount derived from the 
per capita tax and the amount paid directly by each 
schocl district in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is 
prorated among the several school districts of the 
union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in 
the school for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 
48 during 1962-63 received a salary of $9,250.00 which 
was made up as follows: $4,250.00 paid from the 
per capita tax and $5,000.00 prorated among the sev- 
eral school districts. Allowances of $1,200.00 for travel 
within the union was also prorated as stated above. 


The table shows the portion of salary and travel 
charge to each school district.

This year it seemed 
necessary to increase price of lunches five cents per 
lunch in order to hire a helper for the program. Sev- 
eral mothers are participating as helpers. 


We miss having a music supervisor this year and 
hope we have one next year.

First aid was given when in the school and first 
aid supplies purchased for use there. 


Sabin oral polio vaccine Type III given to forty- 
three pupils. 


Pre-school registration was held in May. 


Appointments were made for Crippled Children’s 
Services, Sight Conservation and various clinics. 


Traveled to Governor Baxter School for Deaf in 
Portland, Maine for information on entering a pupil. 


I attended a Workshop on Speech and Hearing 
at Crotched Mt., and the School Nurses Section of 
‘Teachers Convention in Manchester.
